Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 24.—The 
American Federation of Labor intends 
to take a leading part.in the develop- 
ment of the nation’s public school sys- 
tem and to see that labor’s point of 


view is accurately expounded in school 


textbooks, the federation executive 
council announced tonight. 

Labor Viewpoint Lacking, 
The council, in a statement made 
public by President Samuel Gompers, 
said there “appears to be evidence of 
@ preconcerted and well organized ef- 
fort to shape the thoughts of the 
young through the preparation of text- 
books used, and that there is a total 
absence of labor’s viewpoint,’”’ but in- 
stead a ‘false conception of existing 
theories of industrial, — and 
social economics.” 
The council’s action comes as a re- 
sult of & report made to the most re- 
cent , convention of the federation. 
Then “t was charged an “ apparently 
well organized and systematic cam- 
paign has been undertaken by the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers to 
conduct a propaganda in the schools of 
the country in furtherance of so-called 
‘open shop.’”’ 


‘Charges Wide Propaganda. 
“ Letters and pamphlets have been

| lor supports it with figures showing that some 
$30,000,000,000 of capital in this country is now 
invested in wholly or partly exempt securities. The 
money is put into these securities largely to escape 
the payment of federal income taxes. For that rea- 
son it is kept out of commercial enterprise. Evi- 
dently the banker’s idea is to release these funds 
for commercial use or at least to prevent the sink- 
ing of future resources in such securities to the 
detriment of commercial and industrial expansion. 
That is the only legitimate excuse for the reduc- 
tion of income surtaxes. If commercial capital can 

, be made available by such an arrangement it would 
relieve the necessity of such radical changes in the 
tax law as Mr. Traylor and thousands of others in 
the United States resent. To that extent the hopes 
and purposes of all students of the subject are simi- 
lar. All want to provide more funds for business. 

Under the present income tax arrangement a 15 
per cent return on a $10,000,000 commercial invest- 
ment would be necessary to yield the same amount 
to the investor as a 5 per cent return on a tax 
exempt investment. Obviously the commercial in- 
vestment cannot compete with the other, and the 
commercial enterprise must either do without capi- 
tal or obtain it from men of smaller incomes. 

With the elimination’ of further tax exemptions 
the federal or municipal loan would be forced to 
compete on equal terms with the commercial! loan, 
and capital would go into the latter. Then if good 
roads or other public improvements now financed 
on tax exempt securities were held to be of equal 
value to the community with the building of a new 
factory or the extension of an old one they would 
attract their fair share of capital, but no more. In- 
security of commercial enterprise ‘would not carry 

‘the additional burden which it now bears. 

Just as the excess profits tax now penalizes effi- 

cient business management, reducing profits of a

improvement, so tax exemption penalizes commer- 
cial investment, reducing its income while other 
investments, taking no risk and doing little to im- 
prove business or industry, are left to enjoy the full 
return on capital. As the former evil seems to be 
in a fair way of elimination, it seems the latter 
should at least be given serious consideration. 

It might allow of an adjustment which would 


the same time turn capital into productive com- 
mercial enterprise.' That, after all, should be the 
fundamental purpose of the pending tax legislation.

As soon 
as Naegele acted he ‘was shot at and this is the 
condition which every peace officer has to face at 
all times. 

Public opinion is deplorably slack in this respect 
and we shall not have the situation cleared up 
until the reputable mass of citizens makes persist- 
ent and emphatic protest. It is indeed a result of 
political corruption and unenforced laws. It seems 
undesirable to disarm citizens until we have suc- 
ceeded in disarming criminals, and that at bottom 
is a rroblem of the alliance between vice and 
vicious politics. .

It may be that it has always been so, 
but whether that be true or not, we know 
that protozoa from human intestines are 
-being reported from all parts of the 
United States. Many of those so infected 
never have been in any region where 
protozoa are supposed to abound. 


Root had files feed on human stools 
infested with protozoa and then examined 
the fly specks from them to discover how 
much time was required for protozoa to 
pass through a fly's alimentary canal and 
how long they persisted in the specks dis- 
charged after a fly had eaten them, and 
whether they were alive or not. 
Most people know that a fiy eats an 
enormous volume of food compared with 
its weight and size, and this is because 
within a few minutes after it begins eat- 
ing it begins passing fly specks composed 
in part of what has just been eaten. 
Root’s experiment showed that the files 
consumed large numbers of protozoa.

“A&A man must have a natural knack 


of fighting to become a real champion. 

The only champion I ever knew who 
| was taught fighting in a gymnasium 
was Jim Corbett. He wasn't a natural 
fighter, and it showed in his record. 
After winning the title from Sullivan 
he never did any fighting worth men- 
tioning and was beaten by several men. 


*“ Even when I was a boy and trained 


with him at Carson when he fought 
Fitzsimmons, he ran away from my 
punches. When we fought afterward 
at Coney Island some of the writers 
around the ringside told how Corbett 
had me cut to ribbons. That was a joke. 
There wasn’t a mark on me. He didn’t 
hit me a solid punch. The reason the 
fight went twenty-three rounds before 
I knocked him out was that I didn’t 
take the fight seriously and — t 
train much. 


“One of the real fighters I met was 


Joe Choynski. I fought Joe, in one of. 
my first fights. Joe was only a little 
fellow of about 165 pounds, but he 
‘could fight. I ran him against the 
ropes and he bounced back and swung 
a right on my mouth and drove my 
upper lip so far betweén my teeth that 
my seconds had to cut it away with a 
knife between rounds. 


“From Dempsey’s looks and his rec- 


ord it’s easy to see he’s a born‘fighter. 
It'll have to be a mighty good man 
who can lick him, and when his time 
comes he’ll sure go down fighting.”
